Every religion has had its church and 
its sacred rites. Go where y ou will over 
the earth, or through the winding way s of 
history , and y ou will find the temple and 
its worship. 
Such institutions are not 
new, nor are they peculiar to Christian­ 
ity. 
They are as old as religion. 
The word church comes from the Greek 
word ecclesia, the called out-ones. Greek 
towns were ruled by town-meeting, some, 
thing like the old town-meeting of New 
England, and when this meeting was 
called together, it was the ecclesia. 
So 
the word dees not imply organization of 
any kind, simply an assembly . 
If the 
band that followed Jesus up and down 
the Holy Land may be thought of as men 
called out by him, by his actual word or 
by the spell of his life, then he had a 
church. 
Not otherwise. 
It seems plain that Jesus had in mind 
some sort of church; it is equally plain 
that the thing which we call the church 
is not the thing he had in mind. 
Formal 
organization he had none. 
He left no 
rules or rites, or any thing like a creed. 
W hen he instructed his disciples to pray ( 
it was for private pray er. (Matt. 6:6) He 
was not try ing to build up an order; he 
was indeed a member of the church in 
which he was born—the Hebrew church. 
He was bringing men into the church 
universal—the kingdom of heaven. 
It is a pity that we read our ideas and 
notions back into his words and works- 
This is the fruitful source of error. 


gans wh* joined their faith. 
Many bath­ 
ings and washings are found in their rit­ 
uals. 
It was a familiar ceremony . 
So 
when John baptized in the wilderness all 
knew what it m eant—it was net new, 
I he eastern people had many sy mbols; 
almo# t every thing they did had a re­ 
ligious meaning. 
It was as natural for 
them to use sy mbols as it was for them to 
speak in parables and pictures. 
We of 
this age and land can not even realize 
this. 
It is foreign to our way of living 
and thinking. 
Jesus adopted sy mbol« familiar to the 
men of that age. 
If he came now, he 
would adopt sy mbols and customs un. 
derstood by us. 
The debate about these 
rites shows how little we know, and how 
hard it is for us to understand oriental 
life. 
W hen I was a lad I heard two good 
men debate the question of baptism. One 
said it was immersion in water. 
The 
other said it was sprinkling or pouring of 
water on the bead. .Both were right. 
The earliest pictures of baptism show 
this. 
I he convert was first immersed in 
water to sy mbolize the burial and resur­ 
rection of Jesus. 
W ater was then poured 
on his head to sy mbolize the out-pouring 
of the Holy Spirit. Sometimes one,some­ 
times the other was omitted. And so the 
long weary debate. 
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And the same is true of our study of 
the apostolic church. 
We seem to think 
that they were working by a plan, a pat­ 
tern. 
W hen the fact is the early church 
organization grew, as all such things 
grow. *The spirit created the body . 
If by some magic I could take y ou 
back and put y ou down in one of their 
church meetings, y ou would be greatly 
surprised. 
It would have only a dim 
likeness to any church of our day . 
It 
was far from being a perfect church. 
Many errors were in it, and some vices. 
Some did not believe that Jesus had 
arisen from the dead. 
(1 Cor. 15:12) 
Others had not even heard of the Holy 
Spirit. 
(Acts 19:2) 
Some were intoxi­ 
cated at the Lord’s Supper. (1 Cor. 11:21) 
There was no fixed form of worship. No 
set creed. 
Their meetings were more 
like those held in the Welsh revival than 
any thing we have in our day . 
They 
were not alway s orderly . 
(1 Cor. 14,36) 


But it had something more vital than 
creeds or rites. 
It had life, zeal, a fiery 
passion, a marty r-like enthusiasm. 
We 
have the form of godliness; they had the 
power there of. 
It was a brotherhood of 
the new life. 
A new life, a new hope, a 
new spirit was in the air; they felt it; it 
set them ablaze with joy. And so, with 
little or no organization, none of the 
agencies known to us, each man became 
a teller of the good news, and the church 
was a mighty , uprising force in that old 
Roman world. 
It conquered the Roman empire, and 
the Roman empire in turn conquered it. 
It took hold of the arm of the state, and 
lost hold of the arm of God. 
Christianity 
became an ecclesiasticism. 


As to the ordinances. It was with them 
as with other things, they grew and were 
used in many way s. 
And also abused in 
other way s. 
Baptism is older than Christianity . 
W e find it in all the Eastern temples. 
The Hebrews used it; they baptized pa- 


And so, also, of the Lord’s Supper. 
Eating was a religious rite in the East 
They had many feasts and many fasts. 
Not only so. 
Their ordinary meals had 
sacramental significance. 
Religious 
ceremony was not confined to one day 
and place as it is with us. Their daily 
life was a sort of ritual. 
When Jesus told his disciples to eat 
bread and drink wine in memory of him, 
they understood him. 
It was a familiar 
idea. 
It was as if he said: "This is our 
last meal together. 
I go away. 
As oft 
as y e do this—that is, whenever y ou re­ 
cline to eat, remember me.” Bread and 
wine they used in their meals as we use 
bread and tea. 
They were common ar­ 
ticles of food. 
In all that they did, even 
when they ate their food, he would have 
them remember their brother, friend, and 
teacher—their savior. 
It seems to me if we did this in our 
homes, on all the day s of the week, in a 
simple and natural way , his religion 
would mean more to us. But its rites, 
like its golden rules, we insist on confin­ 
ing within the four walls of a church. 
Baptism was not a church ordinance 
in the New Testament. 
Philip 
the Ethiopian out in the wilderness, 
(Acts 8:26-40)* Nor was the Lord’s Sup­ 
per an ordinance as we use it. 
From 
house to bouse, wherever they met and 
and ate, they did it with gladness of 
heart—in the name and memory of Jesus. 
And in this way it was indeed beautiful. 
How far away fr&m this simple beauty 
of life and custom is much of our use of 
these rites. 
Think of the age-long de­ 
bate as to whether we should put the 
man under the water or the water on the 
man. 
Recall the bitterness with which 
men have contended for one or the other 
side. 
And some have even imagined 
that such simple rites had some magical 
saving efficacy. 
Men are anxious to fol­ 
low Jesus in doing these easy things— 
performing ceremonies. Jesus is anxious 
for us to follow him by living as he lived. 
But we select the easier way . 


Sy mbols are beautiful. That is, if we 
know the meaning of them, and how to 
use them. But it is so easy to mistake the 
sy mbol for the reality , the figure for the 
fact. 
| 
For this cause the liberal church lay s 
little or no stress on rites and rules. 
It 
holds that the best right is to do right; 
that the best rule is the golden rule. 
It 
fixes all attention on religion as a life— 
the life of God in the soul, wrought out 
in moral conduct and humble helpful­ 
ness to our fellow man. It tried to make 
the church a church of love and duty —a 
simple, natural, free communion of kin­ 
dred spirits. 
This is its sacramental 
aim. 
Creeds divide; love unites. W here two 
or three meet in the spirit of Jesus—there 
is a church of Christ. 
So, in the spirit of 
Jesus, and the love of the truth, we unite 
for the worship of God and the service of 
man. 
May his spirit be with us.
